TIici" have been 25 cases and 20 
deaths. Bone of the unfortunates 
(lied without medical attention, 
but &w. Campbell. Gray, Wright- 
i and Pinson, of Pikeville, and 
Stallard, of Lanesville, rendered 
all the assistance possible. Those 
i)ttaoked by the diHeasc died very 
quickly, one man being dead in 
two hours after the drst symptoms 
appealed. They nil died in con- 
vulsions, and the efforts of the 
physicians could not allay their 
terrible suffering. 

An epidemic of measles has also 
prevailed in Floyd county and a 
number of deaths caused by this 
disease were attributed to menin- 
gitis. There were two hundred 
eases of measles, but in a mild 
form, and the fatality has iut boon 
great. Some of those in the Hull 
oreek vicinity who had the measles 
on convalescing were stricken with 
the dreaded spotted fever and died 
in a few hours. 

A better feeling now prevails in 
the stricken district, for the me- 
ningitis is subsiding, and it is not 
thought likely that the disease 
will spread. Dr. Smock found the 
people very poor, living in houses 
in the worst sort of sanitary condi- 
tion, and in a low flat, country be- 
tween two creeks, in just such n 
place as the spotted fever always I 
selects for its ravages. There wins 
some difficulty in securing burial 
for the victims, as those who had 
escaped the disease were afraid to 
go near it.

The Southern States Magazine 
haH recently had reports from a 
number of real estate agents in dif- 
ferent parts of the south. These 
reports show that the southward 
movement of speculation is very 
great. 

One Attn at Atlanta has sold in 
ninety days mi aggregate of 2,740 
acres of farm property for #80,700. 
The samo firm has an order for a 
tract of 60,000 to 1<)0,000 acres for 
colonies of Swedes, and similar or 
dors from Nebraska, Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio for smaller tract* for 
colonization. A Memphis firm has 
sold si nee September \. '-llA)2b iicrns 
of farm lands in Mississippi and 
Louisiana for $106,860, the pur- 
chasers of which are in part from 
Iowa, Nebraska, Dakota and Illi- 
nois, buying for immediate occu- 
pancy and cultivation. A Chatta- 
nooga agent reports having sold 
in the last twelve months thirty 
farms, aggregating 4,800 acres, to 
northerners. A company in west- 
ern North Carolina reports the Bale 
of • 5,000-acre tractand a number 
of farms. An agency in Lynch- 
burg, Va., sold 9,187 acres of 
farms to northern farmers in 1894. 
An agent at Columbia, S. C, has 
sold several large farms since Jan- 
uary t. including one of 1,280 acres 
to a New Yorker. An agent at 
Cambridge, Md., settled in 1894 
20 families of Germans from the 
west, and says that many others 
have come in and rented farms 
with the privilege of buying. In 
Haralson county, Ga., over 8,000 
acres have been bought in small 
tracts for orchards and vineyards 
by over 200 persons from other 
states. At Centroville, Miss., 22 
farms were sold to buyers from 
Illinois, Kansas and Pennsylvania. 

A correspondent at Gil lett, Ark. 
says that over 100 familes settled 
in that county in 1894, and that 
large number has come in sinco. 
A real estato agent at Pocomok 
City, Md., writes: "I have never 
known the demand for farm lands 
in this Hection so great as at pres- 
ent. During the year just closed 
I sold about 50 farms. 

An agent at Little Rock, Ark., 
says: "In the last six months 50 
families have settled in one county 
in this! state. They areprincipally 
home-seekors who huve settled as 
farmers." Anothor letter says 
"The stream of homo-seekers from 
other states to this section has 
within the past year attained a 
magnitude not dreamed of before. 
Few yet realize the magnitude of 
the exodus from the northwest. 
Many families from the West are 
very poor — almost destitute of 
means — but others art 1 coming very 
tvoll provided with money, and 
many of our best farms are being 
bought for cash.".

Is It the Law's Failure t 

Under the law courts are require' 
to instruct the jury on the law ap- 
plicable to the case, and the in- 
structions are required to bp in wri- 
ting. All questions of law arising 
during a trial are decided by the 
court, and today in Kentucky it is 
al most impossible to secure a con- 
viction that will stick. Most of 
the trouble is caused by the writ- 
ten instructions that are given to 
ajury. The average juryman coud 
not explain an instruction in a 
murder case if he were required to 
do so to save his own life. Judges 
do not understand what the in- 
structions contain, and reversals 
follow as a natural result. There 
has never been a murder case tried 
that would pass the court of ap- 
peals if technical errors were causes 
for reversals. 

Tho law requiring written in- 
structions should be repealed, and 
the federal statute adopted, that 
requires the judge to charge the 
jury on the law and evidence. This 
would require a higher grade of 
talent for our circuit judges, but 
it would be beneficial in the end. 
If the present law cannot be under- 
stood so that a second trial will 
end tho case, it would bo better to 
abolish tho court or cancel the 
judge's commission. 

The failure of juries to execute 
the law has produced the spirit of 
lawlessness and developed mob law 
in Kentucky. No one should be 
punished unless he is proven guilty, 
but when a most outrageous mur- 
der has been committed the ina- 
bility of a circuit judge to try the 
case according to law should not 
be used to let the culprit escape 
the law's punishment. — Frankfort 
Argus.
